These must 
be written on the subject: “How Good 
Roads Are Developed in my Communi- 


ty.” The winner of the contest will 


year for four years in any educational 
, Institution he or she may seiect. In 
‘addition, six valuable prizes have heen 


offered by Atlanta merchants for the 


six best essays written by Georgia con- 
testants. 

All essays are to be sent to The 
Constitution Highway Thansportation 
department. It is desirable that the 
essay contain not more than 700 words 
each. The scholarship is being given 
by H. S. Firestone, member of the na- 
tional highway and transportation ed- 
ucation committee. 

When it was decided to conduct the 
contest three representative newspa- 
pers of the United States were selected 
to handle it. The Constitution was 
selected to handle the contest in this 
section of the country. 

The three best essays written at 
each school will be selected and sent 
to The Constitution and turned over 
to the three judges named by Mr. Brit- 
tain.

“I haven’t much respect for the 
man who buys offices, even though he 
pays for it with his own money. But 
the most slimy creature which dis- 
graces American politics is the man 
wro buys offices by paying for it with 
appropriations out of the public treas- 
ury and charges his venal politicai 
obligations to the taxpayers. 

“If I thought this measure a proper 
one, 1 could and would vote for it 
But believing with thousands of for- 
mer service men who have written 
me that it is not a proper one, if l 
should vote for it, it would be a 
simple matter of barter in which I use 
the people’s money to buy somebody's 
vote; in which the account of my po- 
litical expenses would be charged to 
the taxpayers.

Telegraphic orders for 
4,000,000 sand bags to be shipped by 
express to this section were dispatched 
to New York tonight, and it has been

70-FOOT BREAK

New Orleans, April 22.—Approx!i- 
mately 600 men are battling tonight 
to close a 70-foot break in the Mis- 
sissippi river levee at Myrtle Grove, 
30 miles south of this city. Reports 
indicate the workers have good pros- 
pects for success. 

Following the break early today, the 
river rapidly cut away a_ section of 
the levee, which was almost sub- 
merged, about 70 feet wide. The ar- 
rival of engineers and workmen with 
necessary materiald to fight the flood 
prevented the break being extended. 

600 Workers. 

Major Frank M. Kerr, state chief 
engineer, hurried to the scene and 
took personal charge of the work 
there. Laborers were recruited 
throughout the day until a force of 
about 600 had been secured. The 
quarterboat Newton, with a_ barge- 
load of lumber, was rushed down the 
river for the use of the levee workers. 

Reports from Myrtle Grove indi | 
cate that apparently 10,000 acres of 
plantation land, already seeded for 
rice, sugar and truck garden products, 
have been inundated to a depth of a | 
few feet. Owing to the close prox 
imity of the swamps, and gulf, no/| 
depth is expected, the water 
running harmlessly into the gulf and 
swamps. About 300 persons reside in 
the flooded area, but most of thei 
have been removed to unaffected sec- 
tions—there are no high spots in the 
section—together with their livestock 
and personal effects.

TICK ERADICATION 
WORK 1S DEFENDED 


Inspector in Charge of 
Federal Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry Replies to 
Critics of Dipping Law. 


Ixpense of tick eradication is de- 
termined principuily by the attitude of 
the public toward the cattle-dipping 
process. accordiag to Dr. S. J. Horrfe, 
inspectur in charge of the United 
States bureau of arimal industry, in a 
statement issued Saturday in reply to 
recent critics of the dipping: practice, 
who represented that the expense of 


dipping cattle exceeds the benefits de- 


“If argument, talk and profanity 
would eradicate ticks, the work would 
have been completed many years ago 
by a few individuals,” Dr. Horne said. 
From nis office in the federal build- 
ing he supervises tick eradication for 
the government throughout Georgia 
and Florida. 

Dr. Liorne declares that if commu- 
nities undertake eradication through 
a co-operative system, the work may 
be accoinplished at a cost not to ex- 
ceed $i per head.

that there is no more tick infestation.

Methodist Episcopal heurch, south 
limiting time of presiding elders’ | 
terms to four years consecutively, re- 
organization of general boards into 
three boards, requiring bishops to 
live in their episcopal districts and 
providing homes therefor, a memorial 
asking for the election of bishops for 
a term of years. Although some of 
the named questions may appear 
quite simple to the uninformed o— 
et they are of great interest an 
importance in the polity of the South- 
ern Methodist church. Some of 
them. if adopted, will effect far- 
reaching changes. 
Women Delegates. 


For the first time in the history 
of the general conference women will 
be present as official delegates from 
the annual conference. some 20 
ladies will thus be in attendance, and 
will have all the privileges of the 
floor, and will be assigned important 
positions on committees and boards. 

The approaching general conference 
comes at the close of the most pros- 
perous quadrennium in the history of 
the Southern Methodist church. In 
every phase of church endeavor Meth- 
odism has enjoyed a wonderful pro- 
gress, and has been exceedingly suc- 
cessful in all the great enterprises 
launched four years ago. 

During the quadrennium the cen- 
tenary missionary celebration marks 
the chief success in new movements; 
although the Christian education 
movement was such an ingathering of 
new converts, and the work of the 
Sunday school has gone forward by 
leaps and bounds. 

The missionary centennial was in- 
augurated four years ago, and was a 
proposal to celebrate the first one 
hundred years of Me hodist mission- 
ary work. A complete organization 
was effected, and the church asked to 
contribute sums of money such as 
had never been heard of before. When 
the canvass was made in 1918 the 
huge sum of $53,000,000 was sub- 
scribed, which was several millions 
more than was originally asked. Ags 
a result of this fund, the missionary 
work of Methodism has been strength- 
ened and enlarged in every one of 
the mission fields, and new stations 
have been established in hitherto un- 
occupied countries. During the past 
two and a half years, since the cen- 
tenary money had begun to reach the 
foreign and home mission fields, re- 
sults in conversions and increased in- 
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‘mt 
fluence of the church has been more | 
’ 


than ample to justify the great ef- 
fort made. 


Of the $53,000,000 subscribed, the 
amounts paid in up to this time 
are nearly up to the expected stand- 
ard, despite the adverse business con- 
ditions and the consequent depres- 
sion in all sections. 


Subscribes $18,000,000. 


In the Christian education move- 
ment, which was authorized by the 
last general conference, and which 
was launched in 1920, the effort was 
made to secure subscriptions for $33,- 
000,000 for the strengthening and en- 
largement of the educational institu- 
tions of the church, ninety-one in 
number. 


When it is remembered that the 
year 1920 was a year of almost com- 
plete business collapse, it will appear 
remarkable that the Methodists of the 
church south subscribed more than 
one-half of the amount asked for, 
or $18,000,000. For the church to 
have subscribed $18,000,000 in 1920 
for Christian education, was a far 
greater achievement than for it to 
have subscribed $53,000,000 for mis- 
sions in 1918. 


The Christian education movement 
will be carried on to a finish during 
the next few years. 


A new movement to be launched at 
this general conference is to provide 
better care for superannuated minis- 
ters and their dependents. Four 
yars ago the matter was taken up, 
and a board of finance was formed 
to have charge of this special labor, 
with Dr. Luther E. Todd, of St. Louis, 
as secretary. During this quadren- 
nium a gradual growth of sentiment 
regarding the matter has been observ- 
ed and felt, until now the sentiment | 
of the whole church is so awakened 
on the subject, that it is considered 
imperative and a bounden duty on the 
part of the church to raise a sum 
sufficient to care for the disabled vet- 
erans of the cross. 

This general conference will author- 
ize the raising of $10,000,000 for this 
purpose, 

Great Progress. 


Not only in large finances has the 
Southern Methodist church shown 
great progress during the past four 
years, but also in the matter of re- 
| vivals the church has had wonderful 
prosperity. As never before revival 
fires have been burning throughout 
the entire connection, and vast num- 
‘bers of new converts have been added 
to the membership. The present to- 
tal membership of the southern Meth- 
odist connection is 2,346,067, which 
is a net gain for the quadrennium 
of 162,093. This is the largest net 
gain ever experienced in this connec- 
tion. A happy coincident with the 
great revivals enjoyed is the number 
of men entering the ministry. Dur- 
ing the four years just passed, 1,113 
new ministers have been received on 
trial by the various annual confer- 
ences. 


In the year 1919 there was a de- 
crease in the number of new converts 
received and also in the number of 
new ministers, while there were in- 
creases in the other three years of 
the quadrennium. The lesson may be 
drawn from that fact that, in years 
of great prosperity in material things, 
as in 1919, religious enthusiasm is at 
a low ebb; while in lean years, like 
the other three, religious interest and 
consecration are on the up-grade. 

Sunday School Work. 


In no phase of church work has 
share been greater advance than in 
the Sunday school work. Under the 
Ie Jership .’ Dr. E. B. Chappell, of 
Nashville, the Sunday school board 
sct out four years ago with the defi- 
nite aim to increase the enrollment, 
to make the Sunday school an effective 
evangelistic agency, to make the school 
an effective agency in instructing the 
youth of the land in Bible truth, to 
awaken a vital missionary interest 
among young people, to magnify the 
work of the teacher, to bring about a 
closer relation between the home and 
the school, and to awaken among 
Methodists a vital interest in and a 
consuming zeal for the nurture and 
training of young people in religion. 

The work of the Sunday school is 
neeessarily spiritual, and its results 
cannot be fully tabulated. ‘There are 
outward facts, however, which, 
cause they are related to spiritual 
achievements, can be set down, Over- 
coming the net loss in Sunday school 
‘membership in the years 1918-19, the} 
la . two years showed a net gain of 
325,000, of which gain 245,000 was 
registered to the cr Vit of last year. 
This will show a net gain for the 
quadrennium of 200,000. In the Sun- 
dav schools there is an enrollment of 
2,000,000 scholars, with 154,727 off- 
cers and teachers in the 16,596 
schools. 
_ The number of pupils reported as 
converts and added to the church 
membership is 304,252. The contribu- 
tions of the Sunday school to mission- 
ary work constitute one of the most 
encouraging features in the four-year 
record. The total purely missionary 
contributions for the quadrennium 
were $1,609,519, while the Sunday 
schools contributed for all purposes in 
that time the total sum of $8,360,968.

DESCRIBES DAYS 
OF THE CIVIL WAR 


Printed on wall paper, started by 
the conf .derates and _ finished two 
days later by the “yankees,” the July 
2, 1863, edition of The Daily Citi- 
zen, of Vicksburg, Miss., containing 
vivid and highly interesting accounts 
of the struggle around Vicksburg in 
the war between the ©. states, was 
brought to The Constitution office 
Saturday by James E. Brown, editor 
of The Newnan Herald. 

Beleaguered by Grant’s army, eat- 
ing “mule meat and fricasseed kit- 
ten,” the confederate writers were in- 
spired to take the following crack at 
the union commander: 

“That great Ulysses—the yankee 
gerneralissimo, surnamed Grant—has 
expressed his intention of dining in 
Vicksburg on Sunday next, and cele- 
brating the Fourth of July by a grand 
dinnet, and so forth. When asked if 
he would invite General Joe Johnson 
to join, he said: ‘No; for fear there 
will be a row at the table.’ Ulyss:s 
must get into the city before he dines 
in it. The way to cook a rabbit is 
‘first catch the rabbit.’”’

Threaten Death’ 
To City Officers 


Of Columbus,Ga. 


Columbus, Ga., April 22.— (Special) 
Mayor J. Holmer Dimon and City 
Manager H. Gordon Hinkle today re- 
ceived anonymous letters, in which 
their lives are threatened unless the 
city manager’s connection with the 
city is severed within forty-eight 
hours.

“We hereby notify you,” the letter 
to the mayor began, “to remove H.

You are the man who ought to 
got the lick instead of H. Gordon 
Hinkle. Also remove E. E. Massey. 
We only give you forty-eight hours. 

Threatening Dimon’s Family. 

“We will kill you and sink you 
in the depths of the river where no 
man talks. We will burn your prop- 
erty and your family with it, whieh 
we don’t want to do. And you must 
resign from all city affairs. Fail not 
under the penalty of death. Remove 
Hinkle and E. E. Massey or you will 
be in the same hands. Forty-eight 
hours is your limit. We will come as 
a thief in the night.” 

The threatening letter was signed 
“Unknown.” Portions of the letter 
are unprintable because of the lan- 
guage, 

In the letter received by Hinkle it 
wns stated that “what you got last 
night was only a bitter taste of what 
‘s to come from the vilest hands on 
earth.” The communication to the 
city manager stated that “‘we will give 
you forty-eight hours to resign and 
get out of town.” 

Penalty for failure to comply with 
the order contained in the letter was 
fixed in the communication as death. 
E. E. Massey mentioned in the 
letter to the mayor is a foreman of 
the street department in charge of 
street cleaning and sewerage work. 

The city commission held a called 
session at noon today and passed a 
resolution offering a $1,000 reward 
for information leading to the arrest 
and conviction of the persons who 
made the attack on the city manager 
last night. 

Other anonymous communications 
have been previously received by the 
mayor, according to his statement to- 
night. They contained threats to whip 
him.

Question: “Heve rou made any 
discoveries in connection with the 
wireless principle which have not been 
given to the public m.nd, if so, would 
you care to state them ?” 

Answer: “I am yviad to say I have, 
although I am not prepared to discuss 
them at present except in a general 
way. 

“One of these inven::ons will enable 
us to condense the wire'es transmit- 
ting apparatus to such an extent that 
the entire plant for carrying the hu- 
man voice arount the globe will be 
contained in a smaller spice than that 
ocecupied by a ii-tle cottage. There 
will be no high towers. 

“In this connection I have made a 
discovery as interesting as it is im- 
portant, which, when ‘it ts’ announced, 
will cause great surprise among en- 
gineers. This cannot be disclosed 
| now. ' Re 
“A number of other .inventions re- 
| late to the contro: of the energy by 
| delicate means,’ isclation’ of ‘impulses, 
and their reception and .recordnig at 
distance.”’ 

Question: “What will be the effect 
of these inventions upon the wireless 
art?”

“T th:rk tkat they will 


in several ways. ‘The transmitting 
apparatus will be very much cheaper 
and qualitatively supericr Ly far to 
existing types. Esnecially in the use 
of such transmitcers for purposes of

“The compactness cf the transmit- 
ter will greatly fa-ilitate its install- 
ment. sO much so, indeed. that I look 
confidently to the time when all the 
leading newspapers and '‘arge institu- 
tions of business wi!l possess equip- 
ment enabling them to communicate 
with any part of the world. 

“Newspapers, for instance, could 
maintain their evn _ transmission 
plants, which coula be nsed not merely 
for broadcasting news bulletins as an 
auxiliary service to their printed edi- 
tions, but for gatheriyg reports from 
their correspondents; and_ business 
concerns could have their own private 
systems, by which they could have di- 
rect communication w'th their agents 
and customers everywhere.”

Answer: “I have been confident‘. 


ever since I gave the outline of my 
wireless system in scientific lectures 
delivered in 1893, that cower could be 
transmitted without «wires. and that ul- 
timately we would establish plants for 
such transmission cn vn industrial 
scale. But it was not-until 1899 thar 
I obtained absolute experimental evi- 
dence that this could be done in a 
manner far more wrrt:et than I had 
dreamed of before. Ever since that 
time I have devoted a Jarge portion ot 
my energy to the design and construc- 
tion of the devices to be used for the 
purpose. 

“I am now peryared to undertake 
the construction ot a wireless power 
plant which will transmit energy to 
any point in the world, however dis- 
tant, with a loss tut “xceeding 5 per 
cent. 

“Such a plant sould have been 
erected long ago it the profession 
(engineering) had been prepared for 
it. But, as a matter of fact, a great 
many engineers are in ¢oubt as re- 
gards the possibility «f this achieve- 
ment, and yet it is as with everything 


else, very easy when +ou know how.” 

Question: “How will wireless trans- 
mission of energy xffect the present 
machinery of industrr 7’ 

Answer: “It wut be remembered 
that commercial enterprises always | 
will be governed by evoromie princi-} 
ples. ‘To illustrat+ ii it costs less to} 
prope: an airship by fuel than it 
would if wireless erergy were em- 
ployed, then fuel wi!' he used and 
wireless energy will be lovked-upon as 
a luxury in which enlv millionaires 
may indulge. 

“The history of invertion - proves 
that new developments always take 
place along the. lines of least resist- 
ance, and that invuriahly time is given 
for the adjustment «f existing condi- 
tions. 

“I have studied the subject. deeply 
for many years, ani elieys that the 
chief fuutre of wireless power, for 
some time, at least, ‘ies in the use 
of small quaftities of energy in 
Dlaces which ai2 _ jnsecesible. | 
shou'd think that au advanee of this 
character can only be helpful, then, 
in the development of all branches of 
industry. 

“Buc if my plans mature and turn 
out as I hope, aer'n) navigation will 
take enormous strides in advanee, for 
it will be possible for the machines to 
be operated witheur carrying stored 
energy, which limits their cruising 
radius. It stands t reason that their 
earrying capacity an! speed will be 
increased when wireless power becomes 
available. Of the two types of aur- 
craft, the heavier-than-air and dirigi- 
ble balloon, the latt:r will be ‘more 


Light for Kemote Regions. 

“In ¢ertain other fields, wireless 
transmivsion undoubtedly will prove 
revolutivi.ary. For instance. when it 
is desited to flight an isolated dwell- 
ing, move, or less remote from central- 
ized communities, this method will 
prove ideal, for a house can be equip- 
ped with a smal: and very compact 
apparatus at a ridiculously moderate 
price. 


“Suppose, too, that a man goes to 
the Adirondacks on a camping expe- 
dition. He suppiies himself with the 
necessarv receiving apparatus, which 
he can carry in his kit with ease, and 
before ke departs arranges with the 
power piant owrers for service; then, 
when ke reaches his destination, no 
matter how wild and inaccessible it 
may be, he can be supplied with all 
the lignt and power which he may 
need. 


“IT am looking with the greatest 
confidence to an application of the 
wireless principie for purposes of light- 
ing on a vast scale, but this will not 
interfere with ihe lighting of cities 
and povulated districts from central 
plants. 


“The new art will be of small ef- 


fect, in itself, ou the cost of produe- 
tion. ‘There is an idea in the popu- 
lar mina that wireless power will be 
had for nothiny, but this is far from 
being sv The primary energy has to 
be provided, eituer from a waterfal] 
or by vu-ning fuel. 

_ “To sium up, I have always visual- 
ized the wireless art as being applied 
to fie‘as not supplied by present sys- 
tems. These wii: endure for a long 
time, until condit:ons economically de- 
mand tke subst:tution of a new sys- 
tem.” 

Questicn: “When wireless trans- 
mission of energy becomes an indus- 
trial faci, will not the larger part of 
the present system of fuel transpor- 
tation become obsolete? Will not 
practicaily all puwer then be produced 
close te, or in, the mine and oil fields 
and at water power stations?” 

Answer: “Th engineering world at 
present ":: develu»ing the so-called su- 
per-power system. which I have advo- 
cated for twenty years. It will be the 
means cf furnishing energy more eco- 
nomicallvy and over greatly increased 
areas. ‘Wireless transmission would 
not seriously intertere with it. 


“Of course, there are innumerable | 


places where pover transmitted with- 
out wires wou!d o¢ of relatively great- 
er value and in commercial enterprises 
this eonsideratio:; would govern the 
installation of receivers. 

“As to the present system of haul- 
ing fuel te greac distances: Engineers 
are centering their efforts on reduc- 
tion of this waste that being pre- 
cisely one of the objects of the super- 
power system. But, while plants oper- 
ating vith wites must be favorably 
placed, a wireless plant can be located 
without reference to natural advan- 
tages. This is important. 

“There is a strong tendency now to 
erect power plants close to the coal 
and oil fields and the sources of water 
supply. Industry will be greatly bene- 
fited when this idea is carried out on 
an extensive scale.” 

Questicn: “W°Il not wireless trans- 
mission of enery result in time in the 
moving of ‘practically all 
transportation with electrical 
from central power stations?” 

Answer: “Nu, I do not expect that 
such wil! be the case, for the trans- 
portation systems now used present 
certain important practical advan- 
tages which cannot be disregarded.” 

Question “Wil: not automobiles, for 
instance, be operated merely by the 
operato> ‘cutting in’ on _ electrical 
energy supplied by wireless from pow- 
er stations?” 

Answer: “TI fear we shall not live 
to see the wireless system in general] 
use for this purpose. It is difficult 
to prope: an automobile by the new 
method for reasons with which experts 
are fawiliar. Suecess can be much 
more easily achseved in the case of 
airships. 

“In time to ecme it is possible that 
some form of avtomobile may be per- 
fected that will enable this propul- 
sion of such vehicles to be effected by 
power drawn from the ambient me- 
dium.

No Danger. 

Question: “Will the transmission 
of large amounts of electrical energy 
by wireless constitute any sort of men- 
ace to lif. and property?” 

Answer: “None, whatever. We 
live on a globe which is charged to a 
pressure of two billion volts and we 
do not feel it at all, although it is 
possibie that we may be affected by 
this imimense pressure in some way 
or othee. Lightning discharges usu- 
ally oecur under » tension of 1,500,- 
000,000 volts and yet the powerful 
oscillations set up are. insensible. 
Wireless transmission will be effected 
by ele:tric currents of much smaller 
force than this. Far from being a 
menac®, the new art will enhance in 
innumerable ways the safety of life 
and property.” 

Question : ‘Getting back to the 
wireless rransmission of sound, will it 
be posstble to develop voice detectors

that, at » distaact, say, of four or five 
hundred feet, will amplify sounds so 
they cun be heara plainly?’ 

Answer: “Qf course it will. In my 
experiments at niv wireless plant at 
Colorado Springs in 1899,— 1 could 
easily hear wiia the unaided ear 
thunder claps vt a distance of 550 
miles, alzhough my assistants could 
not hear beyond 150 miles. 

“I believe it possible to perceive the 
sound ofa strove explosion at a dis- 
tance «fg 12,000 miles. If this theory 
is correct, it explains the extraordi- 
nary behavior vf many persons afflict- 
ed with nervous diseases. 

“Mhere are amplifiers of various 
kinds by which u sound can be multi- 
plied a buillionto:d. There is virtually 
no limit in this direction.” 

Question: “In one of your articles 
you decisred yu believed it possible 
to precipitate rainfall by means of 
wireless energy. Is there a probabil- 
ity of this being én early materializa- 
tion” me : 

Answer: “That is un idea on which 
I have labored sinze 1892, when I acct- 
dentally observed tiat a stroke of | 
lightning caused 9 c-piovs downpour. | 
years ago 1 had advanced | 
so far in the desiga vf the means for | 
accomplishing this purpose that I 
made every effort to carry out the idea | 
on a large. scale. : | 

“But I found my friars were received 
with skepticism. Ws undoubtedly wil! | 
accomplish this wonder some day, and 
then will become the lo:ds and master+ 
of life on this plauet We will be) 
able, then, to obtcin any amount 01) 
power almost withont effert. and pro- 
duce lakes and rivers where all was 
barren before. All the work will be’ 
done by the sun; man will merely | 
press the button.” 

Hitherto the incerview had concern- 
ed itself solely with the utilitarian as- 
pects of the wireiess. principle. | 
At this point, the folowing question | 
was propounded : | 

“The development of water power | 
and of the wireless transmission of | 
electrical energy vy water power, 
would indicate that in the far distant |

The scientist’s reply was a proper 
finale: 5 

“Thave always ccnsiljered the wire- 
less art the greatest advance of all 
ages,” he said. “That is why it has 
been the chief object cf attainment in 
my life. ' 

“We will never overcome interna- 
tional friction and wars by pacts and 
agreements, however sclemn, nor will 
we, by this means, a.o-ish the barriers 
that separate the nations from one 
another, and are air impediment to 
general progress. ‘There is only one! 
way of achieving tiiis great end, and | 
that is by annihilating cistance. The’ 
wireless art will aceomplish this in 
every aspect. 

“Of particular tmportance as means 
for insuring peacefu! reiations between 
nations and ecommu:!tiies will be wire- 
lesss telephony and picture transmis- 
sion. The latter is «rude and imper 
fect, but carries the eonv'neing power 
of arecord. The time is not distant 
when we will have wireles television, 
which is immensely wore difficult to 
accomplish and «vorrespondingly far- 
reaching in its effects on human life. 
No such apparatus is in_ existence 
now, but the preliminary steps neces- 
sary to the successtul solution of this 
great problem already uave been made. 

“The combined use of the wireless 
telephone and the apparatus for televi- 
sion will put hume,» beings in intt- 
matea ural and visual contact though 
thousands of miles muy separate them. 
So to speak, a man will be able to 
leap out of his window in New York 


and talk to his ‘neighbor.’ similarly 
placed in Paris, 
“The consequencee of such an 


achievement are inestimable when cov- 
sidered in relation to our social and 
political progress. ° 

It is the consideration of objectives 
like this that is guverning Tesla these 
days. Permeating his thoughts upon 
all his discoveries anJ inventions of 
the idea of accompl'ments for pos- 
terity that will bring it not merel 
comfcrt and happiness but peace anid 
safetvr—safety from the tragedy of 
war and peace in che pursuit of the 
happy arts of livicg. 

Although sixty-five years of age and 
a tremendous worker. he looks an: 
carries himself lixe a -man of forty. 
He expects to present the world wit! 
many additional vous in the years to 


come,

PRICES UNSTEADY 


Chicago, April 22.—A bearish. con- 
struction placed upon the Kansas 
state crop report, which. was followed 
by some buying, caused wheat prices 
to advance sharply. tofay. The -ad- 
vance was not held, however, because 
of profit taking by local longs. ‘This 
‘eaused a setback, but at the finish 


which was strong, wheat ranged from 
le to 25-Sce net higher, with May 
$1.471-2 to $1.473-4, and duly 
$1.20 1-2 to $1.293-4. Corn finished 
3-Se to 1c up, and oats were 1-8c 
lower to 1-2c higher. Provisions 
ranged from 71-2 to 171-2c higher. 

While wheat prices averaged lower 

in the early trading in sympathy with 
the easiness in Liverpool, there was 
no great pressure, and it required 
very little buying te bring about a 
sharp advance from the inside fig- 
ures, 
The Kansas state crop report, show- 
ing a condition of 73.9 compared with 
the government April 1 returns of 
65, was construed as bearish. To 
the fact that the condition is the 
lowest at this season, with one ex- 
ception in twenty years, was added 
the fact that the abandoned acreage 
was 26.3 per cent of 2,900,000 acres. 
It is estimated by exporters here that 
between 20,000,000 and 30,000,000 
bushels new crop have already been 
sold for export and there was evl- 
dence of further business. 

July sold at a new high on the 
crop and the July-September differ- 
ence widened to over nine cents, 
compared with five cents recently, 
while the May-July spread out to over 
20 cents ditference. 

Corn and oats showed fair activity 
and averaged higher in sympathy 
with wheat. Weather conditions over 
the west favored field work with the 
forecast for increasing cloudiness with 
lower temperatures Sunday in the 
northwest. "The Kansas report sug- 
gested an increase of 11 per cent 
in the corn acreage and a decrease 
of 30 per cent in oats.

Much of this may be tempo- 
rary but a number of concerns have 
orders in hand to keep them going for 
five monihs at full capacity. 

The Ford Motor company, whose 
sales may be taken as a fairly good 
business barometer, expects to exceed 
this year its former marselous produc- 
tion record of 1,000,000 vehicles in- 
cluding trucks and tractors, by 10 per 
ent. 

This demand is coming principally 
from the territory adjacent to the in- 
dustriat centers of the middle west.

New York, April 22.—Samuel Gom- 
pers, president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, today appealed to 
the Lockwood investigating committee 
to keep hands off organized labor and 
let unions of the building trades in- 
dustry put their own house in order. 

When Samuel Untermyer, counsel 
for the committee, asked Mr. Gompers 
what he would say if he knew the 
committee contemplated recommending 


to the state legislature that laws be 
enacted “to halt the abuse of power 
by labor unions by holding union 
members responsible as individuals for 
losses sustained to contractors 
through these abuses,” the veteran 
leader half rose from his seat and 
replied: 

“I should not only object; I should 
protest such action.” Asked what al- 
ternative there might be, he said, “pa- 
tience, while organized labor exerts 
itself to correct these abuses within 
the organization.” 

Then at the suggestion of Mr. Un- 
termyer, he offered to “do all in my 
power” to bring uniong of the build- 
ing trades industry to cease practices, 
which he confessed, were “unfgir, un- 
wise, uncalled for, and not in keeping 
— the principles of organized la-

Mr. Gompers declared, however, 
that relief must come from within the 
American Federation of Labor, not 
from new laws, asserting “you can’t 
bring the American workmen into a 
legal straightjacket.” 

Mr. Gompers had been on the 
stand since yesterday, when as “a 
voluntary but unwilling witness,” he 
appeared at the opening of the com- 
mittee’s investigation into labor and 
labor abuses in the building trades. 
At the close of today’s session the 
committee adjourned until May 3,. 
when Mr. Gompers will be asked to 
resume his testimony.

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MORE ACTIVITY 
1 COTTON GOODS 


‘Most of Business Has 


Been Placed by Bleach- 
ers, Converters and Some 
Printers. 


New York, April 22.—(By the 
Associated Press.) —There has been 
more activity in primary’ cotton 
goods markets this week and there» 
has been some advance in prices. On 
wide print cloths quotations are from 
l-4e to 1-2e a yard higher than they 
were a week or two ago, and sales 
have been made covering contracts for 
delivery in May and June. Most of 
the business has been placed by bleuch- 
ers, converters and some of the print- 
ers. 

On sheetings, the market demand 
has showed a healthier broadening than 
has been seen for some time. the eall 
coming from converting and manufac- 
turing trades rather more than from 
the jobbers. 

Sheetings. 

There has been some further bus? 
ness done on sheetings for export, 
three-vard goods bringing 101-2 cents 
a yard. Some increase is noted in the 
eall for colored goods, but improve- 
ment in that direction has not been 
as gencral as that seen in unfinished 
lines, 

The wash goods demand is still con- 
fined largely to tissues, ginghams, 
ratines and novelty printed goods. It 
has been difficult to secure any large 
orders on staple printed wash fab- 
rics. 

Fancy styles of percales and cre- 
tonnes are still selling steadily. There 
haye been some orders of moderrre 
‘olume placed on tie fabries and auto 
upply drills and sheetings. Some of 
the shoe drills have been more active 
and prices are firmer. Current prima- 
ry market prices are as follows.

Scores of inquiries have reached the 
radio department of The Constitution 
asking information on how the regu- 
lar Sunday afternoon city organ te- 
cital is broadcasted by The Consti- 
tution when the radio station is in 
the Gas and Electric building and the 
organ is in the city Auditorium. 

Tranmission of sounds from one 
place to another to be broadcasted 
was worked out by engineers here 
when The Constitution instituted its 
radio service. ‘he arrangement was 
first used by The Constitution in con- 
nection with the Atlanta theater. 
Since then it has been used almost 
exclusively in the Auditoriuin. 

Much experimentation preceded the 
development of the arrangement to its 
present high state of efficiency. Dif- 
ferent pieces of apparatus were used 
until now, when it is necessary to 
transmit music to the broadcasting 
station of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company, being used by The 
Constitution, the installation can be 
made in a few hours. However, the 
installation has not been worked out 
so that it can be made without con- 
siderable expense. 

Following is an explanation of the 
installation, with the Auditorium 
equipment used as an example. 

Eight telephone transmitters,

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» TO FINANCE BONUS 


Washington, April 22.—Various 
‘plans of financing the soldiers’ bonus 
were discussed today at a conference 
of senate finance committee republic- 
ans, but Chairman McCumber said 
no definite decision had been reach- 
ed. Before there is a conclusion, he 
said, representatives of the American 


Legion will be called in. 

“I don’t think that under any cir- 
cumstances the bill will provide for 
any additional taxes,” declared the 
chairman. “My belief is that we can 
get enough out of the foreign debt 
to take care of the bonus, but.I don’t 
want to depend entirely upon that. 

The chairman said there had not 
been sufficient discussion 10 make any 
forecast as to whether the original 
cash bonus feature would be restored 
Hie added, however, that it might be 
that provision would be made for pay- 
ing cash to men entitled to not more 
than $100 in adjusted servic ay. 
’ The bonus bill fixes this figure at 350. 
It was indicated that the total cost 
to the treasury probably would be the 
eontrolling factor in the committee 
decision as to this. 

Senator McCumber expressed the 
opinion that when the committee had 
decided upon a bonus plan it would be 
presented to President Harding for 
his views. He said he did not think 
the executive had made up his mind 
to veto any bonus bill that did not 
specifically provide for means of 
financing it. =

Washington, April 22.—The record 
of an immigration examining board 
at Ellis Island, which ordered August 
Probst, a Swiss waiter, deported from 
the United States as an alien who 
had surreptiously entered the United 
States, was approved todcy; by E. J. 
Henning, assistant secretary of labor, 
but the order for his removal from 
the United States left unsigned, to 


allow Probst’s attorney further time 


to present argument for delay in the 


action. 
Although the records of tbe depart- 


ment were solely concerned with. the 


legality of the man’s entrance into the 
United States, the case secured Anuch 
prominence when Probst took the mat- 
ter to the federal courts by abeas 
corpus proceedings, and recounted be- 
fore Judge Knox at New York his 
story of a conspiracy to bar him from 
the United States because a number 
of Pittsburg heiresses fell in love with 
him last fall while he worked as a 
waiter in a country club. The court 
ordered him turned over to the immi- 
gration service for examination and 
the medical experta at Ellis Island 
reported that he was mentally un- 
sound, but this was not certified to in 
the record approved today. 

In view of the publicity attached 
to the incident, and the investigation 
made by the Swiss legation, the mat- 
ter was given special consideration 
when Probst’s attorneys appealed to 
the Inbor Zepartment for a stay of 
the Ellis Island board order for: bis

GIFT IS OFFERED 
FOR NEGRO SCHOOLS 


Nashville, Tenn., April 22.—S. L. 
Smith, of Nashville, general agent for 
the Julius Rosenwald fund, returned 
here today from Chicago, bringing 
with him a budget approved by the 
philanthropist for the expenditure of 
$574,530 for rural negro schools in 
‘’» fourteen southern states for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1, 1922. 

The amounts allotted to the differ- 
ent states follows: 

Alabama, $28,000; Arkansas, $41,- 
000; Florida, $12,300; Georgia, $24,- 
100; Kentucky, $20,400; Louisiana, 
$38,800; Maryland, $19,500; Missis- 
sipp, $80,400; North Carolina, $80,- 
800; Oklahoma, $19,000; South Caro- 
lina, $67,100; Tennessee, $40,400; 
Texas, $41,200; Virginia, $30,000. 

Mr. Smith explained that the sums 
indicated are given with the under- 
standing that the states, counties and 
communities in which schools are 
built will have to give 80 per cent 
of the cost. Immediately upon their 
completion, Mr. Rosenwald’s 20 per 
cent is available in cash. 

Under the Rosenwald. plan, 1,272 
schools already have been built, ac- 
cording to Mr. Smith. 

An example of how the funds will 
be used in the different states this 
year is shown by the budget as dis- 
tributed in Tennessee: 

To build ten one-teacher schools, 
$5,000; twenty two-teacher schools, 
$14,000; eight three-teacher schools, 
$7,200; one four-teacher school, $1,- 
100; three five-teacher schools, $3,- 
900; three six-teacher schools, $4,500 ; 
three teachers’ homes, $2,700; ten ad- 
ditions to buildings, $2,700.

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15,000 FANS SEE SIG HAUGDAHL FAIL AT

Bob Luton Wins Georgia 
State Dirt Track Crown, 
With Glenn Close Behind 


Haugdahl Leads Field in Championship Af- 
fair—Norwegian Sends _ 180-Mile-an- 
Hour Car Around in 48 2-5 Seconds. 


BY PARKS RUSK. 


Fifteen thousand persons saw Sig 
Haugdahl raise the first dust of the 
1922 season on Atlanta’s one-mile dirt 
track at Lakewood Saturday afternoon 
and gave yent to deep sighs of relief 
as he brought his high-powered Wis- 
consin Special to a stop after vainly 
attempting to smash his own standing 
track record of 47 2-5 seconds, a rec- 
ord he achieved last year with a small- 
er and less powerful machine, 

Although he failed by one second 
to equal his previous record, the 15.- 
000 spectators were given a greater 
thrill than was expenenced by the 
cr which saw biim establish the 
recor last season. I: was evident 
that the car was in extreme danger of 
leaving the track as it rounded the 
eurves. Although it exhibited sensa- 
tional speed on the _ straightaways, 
Haugdah! was forced to slow down 
perceptibly at the curves. 

The race against time by the Nor- 
wegian speed demon was only one fea- 
ture of the best racing programs ever 
witnessed at Lakewood. Haugdahl re- 
tained the world’s dirt track cham- 
pionship by defeating Fred Horey, 
driver of a Frontenac, after eliminat- 
ing other contenders in preliminary 
heats. 


Luton State Champ. 


Bot Luton, driving an Essex buntit 
in Atlanta, won the state champion- 
ship trophy by defeating Harry Glenn 
and others. Luton drove his ear 
around the mile track five times in 
4 minutes 48 seconds. 

The race against the previous record 
by Haugdah! in his great white ma- 
chine, powered with a hydroplane mo- 
tor, was the first event. The car 
was pushed off by Haugdahl’s me- 
‘Chanis shortly after 3 o’clock, and 
its owner rounded the entire track to 
get warmed up for the actual test. 

In the trial round preceding the 
actual race Haugdahl discovered the 
dangerous points in the track, Trying 
to right himself on the straightaways 
leading to the grandstand after nego- 
tiating the upper curve, the heavy bus 
swayed badly to each side and bounced 
about considerably, but Haugdahl had 
it running calmly when it reached the 
starting line. 

As the starter flagged the machine 
over the white tape Haugdahl prod- 
ded the accelerator. Like a wild beast 
the machine lunged forgvard, outstrip- 
ping the wind until it neared the lower 
curves. Then it slackened and the 
spect: tors in the grandstand sat on the 
e4 i their seats as the rear wheels 
0 ear began to slide as it took 
the curve. 


Sticks to Track. 


Haugdahl then gradually fed the en-| 
gine nore fuel, and the wheels hugged 
the ground more closely. As it reaen- 
ed tne stretch opposite the grand- 
stand the left side of the hood was 
- visible. showing great spurts of fire 
emitting from six exhaust holes, 


Singing its song of destruction it 


reacued the upper curve, and the spec- 
tutors were in agony again as it turne 
ed iike a whip to the left and under- 
took the trip around the final curve. 
The moto: relaxed again, and only 
the terrific momentum of the machine 
brought it to the home stretch. 

As it straightened Haugdahl must 
have tried to push the accelerator 
threugk his floor board as it came 
down the home stretch like a_ shot. 
Despite his failure to break his pre- 
vious 1ecord the crowd cheered and 
howled with delight as the driver 
aligutec from the machine under the 
Jucgecs’ stand. 

The championship match races were 
not without their thrills. Harry 
Glenn, driving a Gilbert Special, won 
the first heat of the state champion- 
ship trophy in 3 minutes 533-5 see- 
onds, A Cole Special, driven by 
Byers, ran a_ good second. O. 
Wright, in an Overland, ran third. 

Johnny Aiken, driving a_— stock 
Stutz, came within the length of his 
car winning the second heat. At its 
beginning Bob Luton’s Essex gained 
considerable headway. On the first 
lap the Stutz was taking dust from 
the Essex, but brought the spectators 
to their feet by overtaking it for a 
brief spell and running neck and neck 
with the smaller car for some dis- 
tance. At the finish Luton was about 
seven feet ahead of Aiken. 

The Final Heat. 


In the final heat, between Luton 
and Glenn, a real contest was fur- 
nished, with Luton maintaining a 
good lead practically all the way, and 
finishing as the state champion. 

Running three miles in 2 minutes 
52 2-5 seconds, Fred Horey won the 
first heat of the world’s championship 
event over Haugdahl, who drove his 
Fiat. Endicott, in a Peerless, made 
a creditable showing for the first lap, 
but dropped out on the second lap. 

In the second heat Haugdahl’s Fiat 
outclassed Horey’s machine, making 
the three miles in 2 minutes 38 4-5 
seconds. In the final heat, which was 
also for three miles, the Frontenac 
and Fiat kept abreast practically the 
entire race until the last seconds, 
when the Fiat lurched ahead and fin- 
ished about one foot ahead of its 
adversary. 

Lakewood park was thronged before 
the hour of the races. Special trolley 
cars were in service. A _ solid line 
of automobiles reached from the city 
to the park. Inadequate automobile | 
entrances created a temporary con- 
gestion at the entrance gates, but 
everybody managed to get inside be- 
fore the big events started. 

Not a mishap to mar the occasion 
was reported. On the track not even 
a blowout occurred. The automobile 
wrecking car and- the ambulance, 
which have been called into service at 
Lakewood on several previous oeca- 
sions, were permitted to wait idly 
nlongside the track.

PROFESSIONALISM 
AT FORDHAM. 


The Fordham ease, which has re- 
cently stirred up a big stench in 
eastern athletics, is a sign of house- 
cleaning at the Bronx school. There 
is no doubt that the rankest, rottenest 
kind of professionalism has been ram- 
pant at Fordham during the last few 
Mgars. So rotten. have conditions been 
3 the baseball and football teams 
mve been a joke. There is no doubt 
that one wretched specimen of coach 
wis a narty to the trouble. 

rhe fact that Fordham is and has 
been for some time making sincere 
efforts to clean its own athletics and 
get rid of the taint of professionalism 
IS encouraging. The evidence is that 
the school athletic denartment was 
led astray and went wild with desire 
to win. The rankest kind of profes- 
Sionalism was indulged in, players 
were hired and paid, and the fine uni- 
versity was hurt as to reputation. 

Ihere is no doubt that practically 
ene entire team one year played in 
the name of one New Jersey town all 
one summer. The Waterbury case 
is not yet all cleared up. 

However, the fact that the athletic 
authorities are determined to keep 
Sports clean is encouraging. If Ford- 
ham wants clean sports they can get 
them, and it is a cinch that no purely 
student team can be as bad as some 
of the pros have been. At least they 
will report for play when games are 
scheduled.

Wins Over Labor 


Board in Decision 


Chicago, April 22.—Federal Judge 
George T. Page today upheld the 
Pennsylvania railroad in its suit to 
test the power of the United States 
railroad labor board by refusing to 
dismiss the temporary injunction re- 
cently granted by Judge Landis re- 
straining the board from censuring 
the road for violation of the board's 
decrees. 

Judge Page, while refusing to dis- 
miss the temporary injunction, or- 
dered a conference of attorneys for 
both sides and the case probably will 
come up again later. The board or- 
dered the roal to hold new elections 
among its shop craft employees some 
time ago and the road refused to do 
so. The board then prepared to issue 
a decree censuring the carrier and the 
Pennsylvania obtained the injunction 
to test the board’s powers. 


Workers’ Charges. 


The shop crafts had charged that 
the employees’ representatives who 
conferred with the road over proposed 
wage reductions were selected by the 
read itself and not by the employees. 
They claimed that the conferences, 

erefore, were illegal and they were 
upheld by the board. 

he labor board has never claimed 
power to enforce its decrees, the en- 
forcement being left under the trans- 
portation act to the moral responsi- 
bility placed on carriers and em- 
ployees through the decisions of an 
impartial body. The only power it 
claimed was to censure publicly any 
body violating its decrees and it re- 
cently did this in connection witb a 
small eastern road. The Pennsylvania 
maintained, however, that the board 
could not even censure it. 


Decision Not Final. 


Today’s decision is not, of course, 
final in the case, but it came as a 
distinct shock to board members, they 
say, as they had confidently expected 
that Judge Page would dismiss the 
temporary injunction and throw the 
case out of court. 

Judge R. M. Barton, chairman of 
the board, announced he would confer 
with the department of justice before 
deciding whether to move for modifi- 
cation of the restraining order. 

“This case is the most important as 
to the matter involved of any raised 
since the passage of the transporta- 
tion act, and possibly it is the most 
important in the history of labor dis- 
putes and industrial legislation in this 
country,” Judge Barton said.

The article in the motors and high- 
way department of The Constitution 
last Sunday, assailing the fake rail- 
road grade crossing signs brought a 
number of commendatory letters. It 
also brought to light the fact that a 
Georgia law is in existence prohibit- 


ing the erection of such signs and au- 


thorizing certain officials to destroy 
those already standing. 

The sign shown above is an- 
other form of negative advertising, but 
imposes somewhat less inconvenience 
upon the motorist. 

These signs are to be found on 
many streets in Atlanta. When they 
were erected a city ordinance probib- 
iting parking between 7 in the morn- 
ing and 7 in the evening was in ef- 
fect. This ordinance was_ shortly 
after revised, permitting restricted 
parking on a great majority of the 
streets where these signs had been 
erected. Though it has been months 
since this ordinance was amended the 
signs still remain. 

A great number of Atlantans soon 
learned that these signs were obso- 
lete, and henceforth gave them no 
consideration. 

However, it is the visitor who gives 
the city the greatest amount of boost- 
ing or knocking, as the case may be. 
Visitors do not know that these signs 
are obsolete. 

Thousands of out-of-town motorists, 
from almost every state of the union, 
have come to the motors and highways 
department of The Constitution for 
road information. 

Many of these visitors have men- 
tioned these signs in one way or an- 
other. Usually it is to point out the 
fact that cars with a Georgia. license 
tag pay no attention whatever to 
parking regulations. Questioning has 
in every case brought out the fact 
that this impression was due to the 
fact that cars were lined from one 
end of a block to the other, where 
there were signs plainly stating that 
no parking was allowed. 

It is my opinion that this has been 
one of the factors in creating the gen- 
eral impression that Atlanta drivers

Statue of Joan of Arc 


As a material expression of their 
admiration, love and appreciation the 
women of France have yjwesented to 
the women of America, through the 
Daughters of American Revolution, a 
very imposing statue of Jeanne d’Are. 

This was recently unveiled in Meri- 
dian Hill Park, Washington city, im 
the presence of the president of the 
United States, high government of- 
ficials and an assemblage of dis- 
tinguished guests. 

Joan of Arc, the herione of France, 
and the highest type of exquisite wom- 
anhood, From an eminence in the 
park her statue overlooks one of the 
xreatest capitals of tbe world and 
stands as a monument to the highest 
attainments in human life, faith in 
(;od— devotion to country —and a 
character without a blemish. 

Madame Polifeme in presenting the 
Statue expressed the gift as “our liv- 
ing prayer for liberty and peace. La 
Fayette brought you his sword; for 
jeace and justice Jeanne d’Arc brings 
you her faith (the cross.) 

Jeanne d’Are la bonne Lorraine, la 
grande Francaise will keep alive the 
burning flame of our love and from 
her new basilica bring blessings over 
her new country. 

Sacred and Beautiful. 

Nothing- more sacred could be dedi- 
cated to the women of America, noth- 
ing more beautiful offered to the beau- 
tiful city of Washington than this 
work of art by Paul Du Bois, an exact 


in front of the ruined cathedral of 
Rheims during the four years of the 
great carnage of the world. 

Jeanne d’Arc is a Living Prayer. 

Secretary of war, Hon. John W. 
Weeks, accepted the statue in behalf 
of the people of the District of Colum- 
bia and the United States, 

Mrs. Warren Harding and Madame 
Jules Jusserand (wife of the ambassa- 
dor of France) unveiled the statue 
while the U. S. artillery gave a salute 
of seventeen guns and the U. S. ma- 
rine band played the national airs of 
France and America. Mrs. George 
Maynard Minor, president general of 
the - D. A. R., as the representative of 
the American women, accepted the 
statue with following address. 

“The privilege of speaking today for 
the women of America to the women 
of France touches me very deeply: it 
inspires thoughts and emotions diffi- 
cult to express in the cold medium of 
words. Spirit speaks to spirit and in 
a moment like this the spirit of Ameri- 
cu to the spirit of France—to seek to 
impress this spirit in a formal address 
is a task that defies adequate fulfill- 
ments, nevertheless there are two or 
three thoughts that may be empha- 
sized and I feel it an honor to be given 
this opportunity. to express them. 

“Tt is fitting that the national socie- 
ty, Daughters of the American Revolu 


tion should be chosen as the repre- 
sentative today of the women of 
America—should be given the honor 
of accepting in their behalf this monu- 
ment erected to Joan of Are, that 
great emblem of patriotic womanhood 
and dedicated to the women of Ameri- 
ca. This society, which I have the 
honor of representing, is national in 
scope. and patriotic in purpose, being 
dedicated to the service of home and 
country, it represents every state in 
the union, and is composed of the de- 
scendants ef the patriotic founders of 
this country: Therefore it may well 
speak for the womanhood of America. 


“It represents America itself, 
American ideals, American  institu- 
tions, American homes, American 
women of patriotic lineage whose fore- 
fathers fought and died for liberty. 
It speeaks for liberty, who welcomed 
as their comrades in arms the re- 
nowned La Fayette and Rochambeau 
of France. It speaks for all the wom- 
en of the present, the women of 
American birth and the women of 
foreign birth, who likewise gave hus- 
hands and sons to die for that same 
liberty on the battle fields of France. 
Trnly our society is well fitted to ex- 
press and we do express to the women 
of France in New York the deep ap- 
preciation of the women of America 
for the gift of this monument—to 
Joan, immortal liberator of France, 
whose high and sacred patriotism im- 
pelléd her to give her life as a su- 
preme sacrifice for her country. We 
express. our deep sense of frienship 
between our two great republics to 
which this monument is also an en- 
during and eloquent witness. Fur- 
thermore, for the women of America, 
we express our undying admiration for 
France—France the martyr—France 
the defender of world’s liberty. 
France, liberated by Joan five centries 
ago is today the martyred savior of the 
world’s civilization and liberty. She 
is Joan tnearnate, the world’s Joan of 
Arc, who led the allied flags to victory 
under the immortal Foch, who gath- 
ered the hosts of freedom under her 
banners at the Marne and Verdun— 
who said to the invading hordes ‘they 
shall not pass’ and who today is rising 
from the ruin, unconquered, undaunt- 
ed. Truly the spirit of France and 
Joan are one and they are immortal 
truly as human, literally divine—truth 
and justice are immortal. 

Spirit of Liberty 

“And finally one other thought 
should be expresstd—as the spirit of 
Joan of Arc is the emblem of patriot- 
ism, of self-sacrifice for liberty, of the 
immortality of liberty, truth and jus- 
tice, so it is also the emblem of faith.

The address of Mrs. Mizell. the 
president, was an impordat feature 
of the opening session, which ¢overed 
in detail the work for the past club 
year of the district. 

President’s Recommendations. 

Her recommendations, eight in num- 
ber, dealt with the affairs of the dis- 
trict federation and its relation to the 
state federation. They include: 

That each club pay staty and dis- 
trict dues in January; that each club 
make an effort to send delegates to 
the state convention; that clubs or- 
anize and support libraries; that clubs 
devote at least one meeting to discuss- 
ing departmental actvities: that clubs 
give heart ysupport to ‘“Made-in-Geor- 
gia-Goods” week; that clubs assist in 
every way possible in extending home 
demonstration work; that each club 
endeavor to federate another club 
this year; that a certain sum be set 
aside to pay traveling expenses of 
district president, and she visit each 
club once a year. 

Other Speakers. 
State High School Supervisor EF. A. 
Pound in his address urged that the 
federatiun put renewed effort into the 
movement for the improvement of 
schools, especially the rural schools. 
Closer sympathy between the town 
and rurai high schools was also rec- 
ommended as a means of bringing 
both to a higher standard of work. 

We are looking now into an age of 

radio and of wonan,” was a signifi- 
cant s.catement from Mr. Pound. Bet- 
ter rural schools would be the means 
of keeping the younger people in the 
rural communities, declared the 
speaker, 
_ Mrs. Ira Farmer, of Thomson, spoke 
in furtherance ot the federation idea 
of having a home economic agent in 
every -vunty. A striking feature of 
her address was the statement that 
there are nearly 600,000 mothers and 
housekeepers in Georgia who have had 
no train’ng for their work. Mrs. Farm- 
er stresaed the vita) point of the home 
demonstration work as being labor- 
saving devices, productive industry, 
marketing, improved homes, beautifi- 
cation, food nutrition, clothing, devel- 
opment of young people, sanitation, 
development of community life, co- 
operation, specialists and girls’ work. 
Made in Georgia Week. 
Mrs. Newton C Wing, of Atlanta, 
state chairman of “Georgia Made 
Goods,” spoke in the interest of this 
movement, She is endeavoring to in- 
terest Georgia club women in, as far 
as poesible, the use of goods and prod- 
necs of Georgia. Interesting facts were 
presented showin, the large sums of 
money that go out of the state each 
year foi products and goods that are 
producea in Georgia. With this it 
was shuwn thar the state would grow 
fabulously wealthy if the money was 
spent at home. As an inducement to- 
ward this end the speaker pointed out 
that most of these goods and prod- 
ucts could be bought at home cheaper 
than out of tae state. The proper 
grading of Gecrgia goods and prod- 
ucts, and attrectitve preparation of 
them for market was pointed out as a 
means ci assisting in developing the 
trade in them at home. 

The greated portion of the afternoon 
session was taken up with reports 
from the chairmen of the standing 
committees and the clubs which show- 
ed the wide range covered by the 
women’s clubs in the district and how 
varied are their interests. 

The report of the credentials com- 
mittee showed twenty-two clubs repre- 
sented by about one hundred accredit- 
ed delegates becides a number of visi- 


tors. 
Resolutions. 

Important among the resolutions 
adopted by hte convention was that 
edorsing Mrs. J. E. Hays. state presi- 
dent, who is a candidate for recording 


secretary of the National Federation 
of Women’s Clubs. Another impor- 


tant resolution was by Mrs. A. P. 
Brantley, vice president of the State 
Federation, congratulating the South 
Georgia State Normal college at Val- 
dosta upon the ;reat work it is doing 
and pledging the support of the clubs 
in getting an adequate appropriation 
from the state for carrying on this 
work. 

The proposal of Henry Ford for the 
government's projects at Muscle 
Shoals was endorsed. Unanimous en- 
dorsement was given the “Made in 
Georgia week,” which is from May 22 
to 27. .It was recommended that the 
slogan, “Eat Georgia products, wear 
C-corgia products, use Georgia prod- 
ucts,” be adopted. 

Mrs. A. P. Brantley. 


The report of Mrs. A. P. Brantley, 
first vice president of the State Fed- 
eration, was of especial interest be- 
cause of its recommendat}pns for club 
extension as well as for the fact that 
she is an honored member of the hos- 
tess club. Besides being the second 
highest state officialin the federation, 
Mrs. Brantley, at Blackshear, her 
home, is loved fiw her attractive per- 
sonality and the many worth while 
things for which she stands. 

Officers Elected. 

The following officers were elected 
for the new club )ear: Mrs. D. D. 
Smith, Valdosta, president; Mrs. Wil- 
liam Mizell, Folkston, first vice presi- 
dent; Mrs. Downer E. Dimmock, 
Waycross, recording secretary and

In the election of officers for next year in Parent-Teacher associa- 
tions, it would be advisable to exercise clear judgment in deciding 
upon those who are eligible for office. 

The president especially, should be one who can accept her honor 
and act with vision, so that she may be guided by broad and uplifting 
ideas for the good of the association, and not outline her policies for 
self glory and her clique, if there be such a factor in her organization. 

A president should also be most willing to study parliamentary 
laws, in order to understand the proper manner in which to conduct 
her meeting. Many instances have been noted wherein the utter dis- 
regard and apparent lack of knowledge of rules has weakened point 
which an association desires to promote. 

Recently, an Atlanta man remarked in a street car conversation 
that he intended to vote for the city charter indorsed by the League 
of Women Voters, as he honestly believed that the women were study- 
ing the question and would select the best charter for Atlanta. 

For that reason it is most important that women should study 
long and well upon the subjects in which they are interested and have 


a voting power. 


This man’s opinion certainly testifies that men have 


become to regard matters seriously in which women are concerned. 

Parent-Teacher work in Atlanta has made great strides within the 
past two years, and has also become recognized as an important factor. 
Inasmuch as it is.so closely connected with education and civic inter- 
ests, every officer who is elected should be chosen for her unselfish, 
useful weight and power in her club. 

The school interests of the children will depend entirely upon the 
perfect harmony and understanding of parent, teacher and pupil. 
P.-T. clubs can be a hindrance, rather than a help, if this is not the case. 

Government health officials have begun to write magazine articles 
eoncerning the inferior school conditions which may be righted by 


P.-T. associations. 


Viewing the situation from every angle, and weighing the results 
thereof, it behooves those who nominate and elect their officers, to 
earnestly regard whether they have the right woman for the right

Washington, April 22.—In the present article I purpose to discuss 


_ two things. 


First, the Russo-German coup at Genoa, which trans- 


formed the whole face of the situation, and, secondly, the progress of 

_ events in the first week of the conference, which foreshgdowed failure 

_ in advance of the great Russo-German maneuver. 

Taking up the Russo-German strategy first, it is clear that what 

_ the representatives of both countries undertook to do was to demon- 
- strate to Europe, to the allies and to the neutrals alike that the 


condition created by the allied victory had passed. 


For more than 


three years the conquerors of Germany have been speaking as the 
masters of the world. They have been fixing terms and laying down 
‘conditions, not with success, but with every show of authority. 


Genoa was, in British phrase, “allied pigeon.” 


It was an extension 


of allied purpose and it was proposed to receivé Germany and Russia 
into the European fold, only on certain onerous and little flatter- 


onditions. 


ut, suddenly, out of the blue comes the announcement that Ger- 
many and Russia have made their own bargain, and, to put the thing 
quite bluntly, the two outlaw nations, together the strongest alike in 
population and in wealth, that is potential wealth, have struck hands. 
A new Europe, a post-war Europe, then emerges instantly. The 
Genoa conference which was to mark the birth of a new Pan-European 
spirit, a return to unity and amity, proves the point of departure for 
one more of those vast political combinations whch have been with 


pach succeeding century a primary 


Now what does this Russo-German 
combination mean? To France it 
means the union of Teuton and Slav 
armies, the beginning of the resist- 
ance of Germany to reparations pay- 
ments and the start of an organiza- 
tion for the war of revenge. A gen- 
- eration ago republican France allied 
itself with the czarist Russian against 
victorious Germany. Today, Ger- 
many, capitalistic and bourgois Ger- 
many, has allied itself with red Rus- 
sia against victorious France. And 
the menace to France is too great 
to be mistaken. It means, unless 
every sign fails, that France must 
answer by a military action. . 

What, moreover, does this new com- 
bination mean to every one of the 
states created or expanded by the 
world war and iying along the fron- 
tiers of Russia or Germany or both? 
To Poland it means the revival of 
all the old perils, which cost the 
ancient Polish kingdom its independ- 
ence in the closing days of the eight- 
eenth century.

Nor is the situation for Czecho- 
Slovakia better, menaced by Ger- 
many on the north, east and west, 
menaced by Hungary, on the south, 
for Hungary is a certain if momen- 
tarily silent partner in this new com- 
bination. Czecho-Slovakia is doomed 
if the new coalition persists. Nor is 
Rumania better placed, menaced by 


Russia in Bessarabia, by Hungary ,

the Danube. 

Briefly then, France, Poland, 
Czecho-Slovakia and Rumania are im- 
mediately threatened, placed in ut- 
most peril by the new alliance and 
the adhesion of Bulgaria and Hun- 
gary, a natural adhesion, insures the 
enlistment of Jugo-Slavia on the 
French side. You have, then, ut 
once two new, European coalitions. 
Russia, Germany, Hungary and Bul- 
' garia on the one hand and France. 
with Poland and the little entente 
States of Rumania, Czecho-Slovakia 
and Jugo-Slavia on the other. Bunt 
this, after all, is 1914. ‘This is not 
pan-European. this is ante-war—it is 
not peace.

Lloyd George’s blunder is like that 
of Mr. Wilson, m 1918. Mr. Wilson 
believed that the agony of the war 
had produced a new spirit in the 
world and on that assumption he 
based his plan for the league of na- 
tions. Mr. Lloyd George assumed 
that as a result of the misery of the 
post-war time, the economic chaos, 
there was a new spirit in the world, 
not moral but material, and on this 
assumption he based his Genoa com- 
bination. But both Wilson and Lloyd 
George proved wrong because both 
misunderstood their Europe, Europe 
which was, remains and remains im- 
mutable, faithful to its histories and 
traditions, the first of which is al- 
liance, 

The first week of the Genoa confer- 
ence has demonstrated clearly precise- 
ly those things which not only in 
Europe, but in Washington, had been 
expected. It has made Lloyd George 
for the moment the central figure in 
the world. It has superficially real- 
ized thus the main purpose for which 
the conference was called for under- 
lying all else in the history of the 
conference are the political necessities 
of the British prime minister. 

But in elevating Lloyd George, the 
conference has also brought the Rus- 
sian issue squarely before the world. 
The Russian delegates have divided. if 
they have not monopolized. not only 
the interest and the attention of the 
world, but also the decisive role. The 
first week of the conference has thus 
been Russian as well as Georgian. 
Lloyd George is playing for political 
rehabilitation at home. Russia is 
playing for recognition abroad. The 
question remains as I write these 
lines whether it is’ possible. for Lloyd 
George and the Russian _ represent- 
atives to find a common ground. 
FRANCE FINDS 
SELF ISOLATED. 

Meantime France finds herself iso- 
lated precisely as all French observers 
expected she would be, and the po- 
litical signs in Paris all point toward 
a change of government. Briand’s 
surrender to Lloyd George at Cannes 
doomed him. Poincare’s consent to go 
to Genoa compromised his situation in 
advance and leaves him now in a 
critical situation, since French pres- 
tige has been lowered during:-the open- 
ing days of the conference. 

In consideration of what has hap- 
pened and is to happen at Genoa it is 
necessary beyond all else to bear in 
mind the actual condition in Eunvspe 
at the present hour. To judge from 
statements which were made to me 
in Paris by the representatives of 
many nations, neutral as well as al- 
lied,. and by trained observers fa- 
miliar with the Germany and the 
Russian situation, the Kuropean con- 
dition is disintegrating and degen- 
erating with very great rapidity. 

Practically every government, every 
ministry, which is represented at Ge- 
noa is negotiating with a rope around 
its neck. Lloyd George, Tchitcherin,

Lloyd George’s pet scheme for a 

motual guarantee of the integrity of 
national soil and for a pledge to re- 
frain from aggression reads well or 
paper, appeals to romantic idealism, 
both abroad and in the United States. 
but has not the slightest relation to 
facts as they exist on the continent 
at the present moment. 
_ When I left Paris ten days ago, 
it was the settled belief of the ma- 
jority of those with whom I talked 
that there would be fresh military 
operations in Europe before the sum- 
mer was out; that a new French 
ministry was certain, and that this 
ministry would be forced to take dras- 
tic action against Germany. I do 
not seek to make any prophesy my- 
self, but I do emphasize the fact 
that over and over again I was told 
in Paris that French troops would 
move against Germany this year if 
the German attitude continued to 
be what it had been for the past 
few months, 


So far Genoa 1s no more than the 
window dressing, which may conceal, 
but does not change, the fundamen- 
tal unsoundness of the European in- 
ner condition. In spite of any effort 
that may be made, there can be no 
limitation of land armaments in Ge- 
noa, not only because the subject is 
barred from the agenda, but because 
no French prime minister could sur- 
vive for a single hour consent given 
by France to permit the question of. 
land armaments to be raised. 

THE QUESTION 
OF FINANCES. 

As to financial questions it is 
clear with what eagerness Russia is 
striving to get the recognition from 
the western nations which can be ex- 
pressed in terms of an international 
loan. 

It is equally clear that in France 
and Germany alike there is an agree- 
ment on the fact that preparations 
can only be dealt with on the basis 
of another international loan. The 
single hope remaining in most 
French minds of the collection of any 
substantial reparations rests upon 
the vague trust that in some way 
Germany will issue and the United 
States will absorb vast amounts in 
bonds, thus transferring from French 
to American shoulders the task of 
collecting reparations from the Ger- 
mans. 

I wish I could make it clear the 
extent to which the French public 
mind at this moment is disillusioned, 
embittered and hardened by the re- 
cent progress of events. There has 
been and there remains an impression 
in Washington that txis moral iso- 
lation of France wiil in the long run 
bring about the submission of the 
French. But you do not have to stay 
in Paris half an hour to perceive that 
the real effect is just opposite. France, 
in my judgment, is getting ready 
morally, if not militarily, to act for 
herself, to act against Germany and 
to use the force which is now in her 
hands and is approximately irresisti- 
ble. 

The truth is, as I have said, that 
the European situation is brought 
about because every continental na- 
tion is physically bankrupt, because 
where co-operation and confidence be- 
tween all the countries represents 
the sole and single avenue of es- 
cape. Co-operation and confidence are 
more totally lacking than at any mo- 
ment since the armistice. If one 
could conceive that Lloyd George, 
Poineare, Facta and Tchitcherin, as 
well as the prime ministers of various 
lesser powers could get together and 
agree on a program of co-operation, 
then the almost inevitable conse- 
auence of such agreement would be 
the series of political uprisings in 
each parliament and the overthrow 
of each of the prime ministers, 

The brutal truth of the situation in 
Europe at the moment is that the 
political interests and expectations: of 
the inidividual countries so complete- 
ly dominate everything else that the

best the leaders can do is to seem 
to do something, to hold a conference, 
which gives the outward evidence of 
action, but in reality does nothing. 
EVERYONE TALKING 

ABOUT LOANS. 

You hear nothing more constantiy 
in Europe than talk about an inter- 
national loan. Russia wants one, 
Germany wants one. [France wants 
one. Italy wants one. But in no 
country do you see any real evidence 
of the adoption of a policy which 
alone would make such a loan possi- 
ble since America must supply the 
money if there is going to be any 
successful international loan. 

The thing that it is difficult to de- 
scribe to the American audience is 
that the Genoa conference is a po- 
litical device, a political performance, 
devised to save the position of sev- 
eral of the prime ministers. But in 
advance everything has been elimi- 
nated from the agenda which might 
in the smallest measure contribute to 
bringing about any real economic re- 
construction in Europe. To reopen 
trade with Russia is a matter of poli- 
tics in England and in Italy. There 
is not any sensible man in Europe 
who believes that the reopening of 
the Russian market, either with or 
without the recognition of the bolshe- 
vistic government, will or can change 
the real economic situation in Eng- 
land or in Italy in any early time. 
But it is necessary for the Italian 
politicians and the British politicians 
to confront clamorous. electorates 
with some.physical sign of progress. 
It is necessary to do something, even 
if that something is in reality noth- 
ing. 

The fundamental epil of the situa- 
tion in Europe today is not even eco- 
nomic, bad as the economic situation 
is. It is found ‘in general suspicion 
which divides the Frenchman, from 
the Englishman and Italian. It di- 
vides the German from the French- 
man, a suspcion which is reproduced 
in the relations between the smailer 
countries, such as Hungary and Rou- 
mania, Bulgaria and Jugo-Slavia, 
Greece and Turkey. 

One might conceive tnat the repre- 
sentatives of these countries if they 
were freed from their political chains, 
might find a basis of agreement if 
it were only for a _ limited period, 
but it is not possible for any one of 
the prime ministers of any one of 
these countries to escape from the 
domination of his own domestic poli- 
tics, or from the emotiens and preju- 
dices of the party to which he is re- 
sponsible. The fall of Briand should 
have been a clear evidence to the 
whole world of the actual state of 
affairs in Europe. Today: you have 
rop. each_of which is promoted by a 
parliament in which national jealous- 
ies, rivalries and selfish interest are 
the controlling facts. 

This is what is important in the sit- 
uation teday in Zurope. ‘This is what 
led every observer in advance of the 


gathering of the conference to forecast 
its failure.

GERMANY PLANNING 
TO AVUID PAYMENTS. 3 
To take the single question of repa- 
rations. German policy is clearly and 
definitely not to pay. All German po- 
litical Statesmanship is concentrated 
on avoiding payment. Every differ- 
ence vf opinion between France and 
Great B-itain bulds out great hope to 
Germany, but every time German re- 
sistance is encouraged by French and 
Englisk differenc. of epinion,.French 
determination hardens the likelihood 
of drastic French military action 
against Germany increases, 


The jJifficulty with the Huropean 
conference which is now meeting at 
Genoa ‘ies very little with the sub- 
jects which are now being discussed. 
It is mainly to be explained by the 
real conditions in Europe itself. At 
the present hour European observers 
even in the old reutral countries are 
not on'y pessimistic, but well-nigh 
hopeless. because they see with ut- 
most elarity the steady degeneration 
in the whole European structure. The 
situation economically speaking is 
not hopeless of itself. The hopeless- 
ness ties in the fact that pelitical dif- 
ferences between nations and between 
parties within nations monopolize 
every single effert made to produce 
useful reconstruction. 

Lookivg over the progress of events 
for the first week of the Genoa con- 
ference it will be seen that while many 
things have been talked about, there 
has been no real or useful discussion 
of anything, large or small, which 
might contribute to starting more fac- 
tories, reducing expenditures, limit- 
ing rivalries. Any questions which 
have been considered are clearly po- 
litical questions, although each of 
them sre discussed as if it were in 


reality economic. Mr. Lloyd George 
must fai: or triumph in the inevitable 
general election, soon to come, precise- 
ly as he is able to give the impression 
on paper of having brought back Eu- 
ropean co-operution. Poincare must 
fail or continue, precisely as he suc- 
ceeds or fails to give the impression 
that F'rance has escaped the control of 
Lloyd George, cud made progress to- 
ward the realization of her claims 
against Germany. 

The whole newspaper battle cen- 
ters around Russia, but no one knows 
better than the politicians that years 
and years must fass before Russia 
can be restored to production and be- 
come a market for British manufac- 
turers. The Genoa conference if it 
ends with the recognition of Russia 
will not provide work for a single 
one of the million and three quarters 
of unemployed’ Britons now _ sup- 
ported by government doles. It will 
not provide one single franc more to 
be paid by Germany to France on the 
reparations account. It will not any- 
where help in. balancing of burgets 
or in the reduction of armaments. 


NO REAL VALUE 
TO GEORGE’S SCHEMES. 


Lloyd George’s shining scheme for 
mutual guarantees has no real 


value in a world where everyone 
knows that it is now a question of 
from day to day whether or not 
French armies will be set in motion 
againSt Germany. No French gov- 
ernment for a single moment would 
resign the right to use the single 
means left in its hands to collect 
German reparations. Not .even the 
British treaty of guarantee could now 
seduce the French into such a bargain 

Americans are often very much 
confused by comparisons between the 
Geona conference and the Washing- 
ton conference, but there are absolute- 
points of resemblance. At 
Washington three great powers were 
agreed in advance to co-operate upon 
some program limiting navak con- 
struction, and reducing naval expen- 
ditures. Four great Pacifie powers 
were agreed in advance upon the ne- 
cessity and the wisdom of .adopting 
some policy of mutual amity as the 
western ocean. Therefore the Wash- 
ington conference resolved itself into 
the search for the machinery and the 
formula to accomplish that end. But 
you had in advance of the Washing- 
ton conference substant™l agreement 
in the public opinion Great Britain, 
Japan and the United States, whereas 
in the case of the French with the 
submarines you did not have that 
agreement and therefore no agreement 
was ywssible. 

Now, in the case of the Genoa con- 
ference, there is no one single ques- 
tion cf all the great and present prob 
jems of Europe upon which there can 
be agreement, as between the three 
great powers. There is a French view 
of Germany and a British view, and 
then there is also a German view. 
You have not, as in the case of Wash- 
ington, to deal with nations which éei- 
ther never have fought each other or 
have had unbroken peace for over a 
century. You are dealing with coun- 
tries recently at war, still retaining 
much of the war-time passion and 
with. many of the wounds unhealed. 
Underneath these things you have 
rivalries which go back in the night 
of time. It is a transparent fact in 


Europe that at least had the states on | 


the continent look forward eagerly to 
a transformation of their frontiers by 
wat, precisely as soon as the resources 
are available. 

All this is unmistakable beneath the 
surface of the Genoa conference. It 
was unmistakable in all the discussions 
of statesmen in the period which pre- 
ceded the meeting of the conference. 
To understand the real futility of what 
is going on at Genoa you have only 
to seratch the surface of European 
conditions. No one single thing has 
yet been discussed at Genoa in any 
practical manner which could relieve 
these real European problems. There 
has not been one evidence that a new 
spirit of co-+peration or confidence 
has been established. 

In a word, while everybody in Eu- 
rope recognizes with accuracy what is 
really taking place, 


yet revealed the slightest power, ca- 
pacity, om readiness to deal with any 


of these fields.

Books and the Movies. 


Millions of people who used to spend 
their evening at home, now spend them 
at the movies. Yet, The Brooklyn 
Keagle finds, from a study of the re- 
port of the New York Public library 
that, in spite of the movies and the 
other amusements, the reading habit 
is increasing. ‘More than 10,000,000 
volumes,” The Eagle says, “were is- 
sued from the Manhattan libraries last 
vear for home geadiug, an increase of 
more than 500,000 over the circulation 
of the year before.” More’ than 
3,000,000 people corsulted the refer- 
ence department of the Forty-second 
Street library during the year, which 
might, perhaps, be taken as indicating 
that a fair proportion of the 10,000,- 
000 volumes read at home were worth- 
while books. 

After all, those who think the mo- 
vies are an unmitigated curse are prob- 
ably wrong. It appears from these fig- 
ures that the movies are not really 
destroying the reading habit. as Is so 
often claimed. Our ancestors had a 
great deal of time for reading in the 
evenings, and many of them did a 
great deal of reading, but they did a 
in many cases because they had noth- 


ing else to do, and, except fn the case 
of a fortunate few, the books avatia- 
ble to them were not numerous. Now- 
adays, if it is true that the movies 
tempt us away from reading, it is also 
true that when the public wants to 
read, a great number of books, inclua- 
ing the best, are available to it; and 
it appears that, in snite of all modern 
distractions, a considerable portion of 
the public does enjoy spending some 
of its evenings reading. 

The increase of the reading habit 
which has taken place in New York 
came about, The Brooklyn Eagle 
notes, only after greater and better 
facilities for reading had been sup- 
plied. To offset the influences that 
militate against reading nowadays, 11 
is necessary to make reading easier by 
making books more accessible. This 
is being done in the country asa whole, 
and the results are reassuring to all 
except the confirmed pessimists who 
eannot be hapy unless they are con- 
vinced that this is the worst and most 
degenerate period ever known in the 
history of the world, and that screen 
vamps and jazz are really the instru- 
ments and omens ofa great people’s 
downfall.

jt. GEORGE is the patron saint 
of England. His day is April 23 
—a day he shares with Shake- 
speare, Who may have been born 
on that date, and who certainly 
died on it. But although every 
‘ij Englishman knows that Shake- 
speare was a deer-stealer, and 
some suspect him of having written Ba- 
con’s plays, not one in a hundred can tell 
you anything about England’s patron saint. 
A few facts about St. George may there- 
fore be interesting to the patient

George was born in Cappadocia, “ 


an inland district of Asia Minor in 
Lydda in a seaport near Tyre; and in Covy- 
entry, a city of England. He made a for- 
tune selling bacon to the Roman army. 
became archbishop of Alexandria, and 
was torn to pieces by the angry populace 
and his fragments thrown into the sea 
He was one of the earliest of the early 
Christians, killed a dragon, and married 
the king’s daughter whom the dragon was 
about to devour. No, he didn’t marry her; 
the king offered her to him, but George 
refused, and rode away to serve the Km- 
peror Diocletian. 

But Diocletian didn’t like Christians, 


and as George refused te be a heathen the | 


Roman governor had him tortured and 
finally beheaded. And all this time he 
was engaged in Christianizing Kngland. 
Yes. it does sound a bit muddled, but you 
must remember that St. George was a re- 
markable man—that is, if there ever was 
a St. George. Calvin said there wasn’t, 
but the British government, which ought 
to know, has his — on its one-pound 
notes. 

Now the fact seems. to be that there 
were at least two Georges, possibly three, 
and the Who’s Who of the Middle Ages 
got them all mixed up. The George who 
became archbishop of Alexandria, after 
making a fortune as an army contractor. 
was not St. George at all, the. testimony 
ot Gibbon, the historian, to the contrary 
notwithstanding. As fer the St. George 
who was born in Coventry, and who con- 
verted the ancient Britons, he appears 
to have been a myth pure and simple.

Then Dadiamus had George tortured 
for seven years, the governor being 
a hopeful, persistent chap, but at the 
end of the time George was stronger 
and better than ever. His miracles 
convinced Queen Alexandra, who be- 
eame a Christian. Next day George, 
having been ordered to make sac- 
rifices to Apollo, sent the widow’s son 
whom ne had healed to the temple to 
tell Apollo to come off his pedestal. 
The image at once did so; at which 
George struck the ground with his 
sword, and the earth opened and swal- 
lowed Apollo.

banner. Edward lil. founded the Order of 


the Garter, “in honor of God,,our Lady, 


and St. George,” in 1334. 

Seventeen years later, when the English 
were hard-pressed at the siege of Calais, 
Edward exclaimed, “Ha! St. Edward! Ha! 
St. George*’ and the French gave up. The

is impossible, socially speaking. 


Friends of the prospective bridegroom 
indicate that, simce he is a descendant of 
one of the oldest families in Europe, he 
is taking to wife a member of a social 
stratum which lies beneath him. At any 
rate, by marrying a foreigner he is mar- 
rying outside his Clan. 

When two people decide to spend the 
rest of their lives together there are an 
amazing number of. individual adjustments 
to be made in order that the two may live 
in harmony and contentment. Happiness 
is dependent upon such an overwhelming 
number of little things. Is the tremendous 
barrier of tradition too great for the in- 
dividuals to surmount after they 
overcome this multifarious accumulation 
of apparently trivial things? 

Is the individual, in spite of our prat- 
ing of the infinite possibilities of the mind 
of man, too profoundly rooted in his tra- 
dition to lift hinfself above it? In mo- 
ments, it is true, the individual lifts him- 
self above his traditions and above the 
bonds of things material. ‘There are rare 
moments when traditions mean nothing to 
the individual. 

Without these moments a woman of p'e- 
eminently blue blood could never stoop te 
marry a blackguard. Without these mo- 
ments, although a cat might look at a king, 
she would never in the world presume to 
climb up on the arm of his throne chair. 
Without these moments, perhaps, a lady 
might never marry her father’s chauffeur, 
a titled man mighf never marry a garden- 
er’s daughter, and so on through the long 
list of such compinations. 


HE romance of such rare moments has 


intrigued dramatists and song makers . 


. Since time began. The ‘poet tells us: 


Juliet, the daughter of Million- 
aire Breitung, who found life as 
the wife of a gardener not what 
she had dreamed it would be.

Long and formidable is the list of 
American hetresses who have disastrous- 
ly wedded foreign titles. There is Betsy 
Riddle, of Erie, Pa., author of “Pam,” and 
niece of the late Thomas A. Scott, presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania railroad. Betsy, 
it will be remembered, married and di- 
vorced a German baron. 

Anna Gould is a prominent example of 
such a venture. Anna has a count and 
a duke to her credit, or discredit. She 
married Count Boni de Castellane, who 
recklessly 
tune On Other women. He struck her and 
abused her until she was forced to divorce 
him. However, there was left enough of 
her fortune to attract the Duke de Sagan, 
whom she married and whose accumulated 
debts She paid. 

Consuelé Vanderbilt’s marriage with the 
Duke of Marlborough is a regrettable page 
in the fascinating history of American 
heiresses. Consuelo was lavely and loved 
by all except the duke, who flaunted other 
wemen - before her face and spitefully 
spent net money. 

Alice Thaw, who became the Countess 
of Yarmouth, was known as the “forlorn 
little bride deserted in a moldy castile.”’ 
After bargaining for an enormous price, 
this gallant suitor held up the wedding 
ceremony until he could drag a further 
priee from Alice’s father. 

For the Duke de Valencay, Helen Mor- 
ton unwisediy tradel off a great part of 
her six millions. Immediately after the 
ceremony he insul‘ed her, deserted ber 
and within a few months the marriage was 
annulled.

Perhaps within her 
own clan she would have quite naturally 
expected the arramgement to work out 
satisfactorily and have stayed on through 
a longer time. Julia was a favored daugh- 
-ter of the French family and of the Van- 
derbilts. She wilfully chose to marry 
Jack Geraghty, a cabman’s son. She bore 
him a son and after a number of years’ 
exile from her dyvn tribe returned via the 
divorce court. . 

Juliet Breitung, daughter of the trans- 
portation and mining magnate, scorning 
suitors of her own tribe, eloped with Max 
Kleist, a gardener. She was redeemed 
from her folly, so to speak, by her parents, 
for which action the iraté and mercenary 
bridegroom sved her father for the sum 
of $250,000. The courts, however, upheld 
the parents’ claim upon their child. 

The ill-starred romance of Victoria 
Morosini arises from the shadows to claim 
new attention. Victoria, heiress to mil- 
lions, married her father’s coachman. The 
escapade proved disastrous. Victoria be- 
came a chorus girl and afterwards her 
father prevailed upon her to enter a coin- 
vent. Her sister, Guilia, married a mourt- 
ed policeman, who had saved her life in 
a runaway. ‘This wedding also developed 
into a sordid situation. 

These ili-assorted romances flagrantiy 
decorate the passing pages which are 
making the history of our civilization.

Profound stu- 
dents of the psychology of music go a 
step farther and say one must not martfy 
outside his musical tone. 

That is to say, these psychologists claim 
that matrimony should be entered into 
by persons whose voices are akin.

The Struggle to Control 


The Peace Conference 
By Ray Staanard Baker 


Designated for the Work by the Former President. 


CHAPTER XVIL. 
Thal SEN the nations, came to grap- 
AGI pic at Paris one of the first and 
most. important questions to arise 
was: Who should contre)? .. “i 
Twenty-seven nations were 
there; which should’ control the 
conference? Should. small and 
wea, nations be accorded equal. 
ity of representation with the great em- 
pires and powers? Should enemy nations 
be admitted? If so, at what point in the 
proceedings” 


These questions penetrate to the very 
core of the issues at Paris: in. the discus. 
sions of thém the real position‘of the na- 
tions and their representatives was de- 
veloped; the true metal of each leader 
tested; the ultimate lines of action de- 
termined. 


The most fundamental problem. of con- 
trol, remarkable as it may seem, was set- 
tled practically without discussion. It- was 
assumed that the conference was to be 
coutrolied by the-allied@d nations without 
cotsulting Germany, Austria, Hungary, 
Turkey or Bulgaria. This was, indeed, the 
inevitable corollary of the crushing victory 
achieved by the allies, and the hitter 
hatreds excited by a war of unprecedented 
ferocity. The peace was thus to be im. 
posed, not negotiated. It was not to be a 
congress where ail the nations, former 
enemies as well as former friends, were 
represented, but a conference atone of the 
alles. 

While this deeision 
out of the conditions of the tinke as to 
occasion scarcely a ripple of comment, it 
was in reality of far-reaching importance; 
for it imposed at once upon the allies the 
heavy burden, one of the most difficult 
tests of human nature, of trying to do jus- 
tice—or assuming to try!—-while they 
themselves still smarted under a warping 
sense of monstrous injury, and of doing 
Ht. without hearing or conferring with the 

® sides. indeed, while still profoundly 
fearing, distrusting, hating the other side. 

President | Wilson had seen this problem, 
ashe saw of the problems of the war, 
with great ctariey of vision. In the earlier 
days of the war, before such depths of bit- 
terness had been reached, berore America 
eamne jn, and white yet the secret treaties 
represented the real foreign policies of the 
nations, he had spoken (in January, 1917) 
of “peace withont victory.” He evidently 
hoped that -a negotiated peace might be 
nossible—and there wss. as we now know, 
some warrant at that time in hoping that 
it might be brought about-—for he feared 
the results of an overwhelming victory and 
an imposed peace by either side. 

“I am seeking,” he says. “only to face 
realities. . . Victory would mean peace 
foreed upon the loser, a victor’s terms im- 
posed upon the vanquished. It would be 

im humiliation under duress, at 
an intolerable sacrifice, and would leave 
a sting, a resentment. a bitter memory 


upon which terms of peace wguld rest, not. 


permanently, but only as upon quicksand.” 
A sweeping victory indeed of the allies 
at that time (and this applied still more 
forcibly to a German victory) with a literal 
application of the agreements already made 
in the secret treaties, with no program for 
settlements on new principles of justice, 
no vision of a new basis of internationat 
relationships, would have resuited, as the 
president clearly saw, only in new and 
more dangerous balances of power, and 
new and more jealous combinations of in- 
terest; and eventually lay the foundation 
for new wars. 
ie the struggle deepened: the Germans 
weir’ cate: determined to drive the 
of military force to its uttermost con- 
pers In April; 2917, America-came in, 
and it became more evident every month 
that the war would have ta be tought to 
a finish. There would have to be what 
Lioyd George called a “knock-out blow.” 
In short. it became evident that there must 


be, in spite of the dangers which the presi- 
dent had so plainly seen, ‘a victors peace. | 
He accepted it as a reality, and began at 
once to devise a method, the foundations 
of which he had already laid, to meet it- 


He had to develop, and develop so power- 
fully that no nation coyld get away from 
them, policies of. a son which 
would make a victor’s ‘peace safe for the 
world: He niust lift the whole psychology 
of the struggle to a Bh 
plane. .He must, by ling to every 
idealistic, force in the-world, by using the 
great prestige of America, by boldly as- 
serting American disinterestedness, com- 
mit the victors beforehand to a peace of 
justice and right, founded upon a new in- 
ternational co-operative organization to 
gttarantee that peace. 

His program was both clear and simple; 
it rested upon historic American prin-

‘They had accepted, 
not merely easually, but formally, the prin- 
ciple (the president’ made it: the nrst of 
five points in his address. ot September, 
1918) that ‘the impartial justice meted out 
must involve no discrimination between 
those to,whom we wish to be just and 
those to: whom we do not wisi to be just.’ 
The presifent—and “America—sincerely 
believed that the nations of Kurope meant 
what they said; believed not only that they 
intended to do exactly what they had prom- 
ised to do, but that they could do it. On 
the very day of thé armistice—who that 
ever forget it?—the presi- 
dent stood before congress, the two houses 
meeting. together, to set forth the great 
that the end of the war had come, 
“this tragical. war, whose consuming flames 
swept from ome natiou to anether until all 
the world was on firey’ He gave congress 
the great tidings that “armed imperialism 
is.at an end... . engulfed in black dis- 
aster. And then he expressed his own be- 
lier and the belict of America fhat the vic- 
tors could be t ted to make a peace on 
American principles.

longing of ‘the whole world ‘for disin- 
terested justice, embodied ‘in settle- 
ments whieh are based upon -some- 
thing much better* and much more 
lasting ttam the selfish competitive in- 
terests of powerful states. There is 
no longer eoujecture a8 °to the objects 
the victors-have in mind. They have 

a mind in the matter, and not only a 

mind but @ heart also. Their avowed 

and eoncerted purpose is to satisfy 

and protect the weak as well as to a 

cord their just rights to the strong. . 

I am conmfiuent that-the nations that 
have learned the discipline of freedom 
and that have settied with seli-posses- 
sion to its ordered practice are now 
about to make the conquest of the 
world by tiie sheer power of example 
and of friendly helpfimess. 

But he did not then understand—few

Clem- 
enceau,,.who was quite honestly the chief 
exponent of this idea, seeing nothing but 
the interest and security of France, was 
not willing at first even to consider con- 
sultation with the smatier nations. He 


puts the whole matter in a nutshell dur; - 
ing the discussion on the first day of the 


conference (January 12): 


M. CLEM@NCEAU: Am I to un- 
derstand from the statement of Presi- 
dent Wilson that there can be no. 
question, however important it may 
be for France, England, Italy or 
America, upon which the representa- 
tive of Honduras or of Cuba shall 
not be called upon to express his 

. opinion? I have hitherto always been 
of the opinion that it was agreed 
that the five great powers should 
reach their decision upon important 
questions before entering the hails of 
the congress to negotiate peace. If 
a new war should take place, Ger- 
many would not throw all her forces 
upon Cuba or upon Hoaduras, but 
upon France; it would aiways be 
upon France.

‘The first idea, how- 
‘ever, we May scorn it, was practicable— 
more, it» was traditional—as a.aneans ot 
contrel at Paris: while the second as a 
means of déaling with a turbulent world 
situation such as that which existed at 
Paris was totally untried, and was not 
even seriously discussed except by Mr 
Lansing secretly in his diary. 


UT the extreme legalists at Paris made 

President Wilson scarcely less impa-. 
tient than the extreme militarists: bot) 
seemed so far from grasping, or under- 
standing, his vision of the settlement. ar 
his was a moral idea as contrasted with 
either 4 military or a legal idea. The 
whole approach, the spirit, was different 
Real peace, in his view, could net res‘ 
upon either military force or legal me- 
chanism, though both might have their 
place in bringing it about. It must be ia- 
spired by a new moral purpose, directed 
by dispassionate scientific inquiry, aad 
Suaramteed as a positive responsibility. He

To Properly Cook. 

First of all, it is negeessary to have 
plenty of boiling water. Macaroni is 2 
starchy food and only boiling water will 
sweli the starch grains and cook them so 
that the result is mealy. and appétizing. 
Plenty of salt is another necessity. Allow 
one tablespoon of salt to each quart of 
boiling water. Only by absorbing the salt 


-during the cooking; doés-the nmiaceroni. be- 


come well seasoned. .Drop the macaroni 
into the boiling wate. and cook until. every 
piece is tender. If plenty of water. is 
used the macaroni will not stick toe the 
bottom ofthe kettle: When tender; re- 
move it from the fire and drain through 
a colander or strainer. Then put the 
the cold water faucet and 
allow the water to run freely over each 
This is the last step, 
but a most important one. The cold water 
separates the individual pieces of maca- 
roni and makes them firm.

These two points of view, of course, are 
as tar apart as the poles, and there can 
be no understanding of the peace conter- 
ence without a clear recognition of the 
different approach. It was a bold applica- 
tion of one of the oldest and noblest moral 
principles that the president was making 
to the turgid, corrupt, selfish, greedy re- 
lationships of the old diplomacy, but he 
believed then with his whole soul—and not 
even Paris was able to dim his conviction 
—that no real peace, no real justice, is 
ever again possible upon the old basis of 
interest; and that there must be a new 
attitude in the world before human kind 
can solve the life and death problem it

ence, it is the only truly practical plan. 
For example, he reiterated again and again 
tke idea that it was not to the best inter- 
est of Italy to seize the shores of the 
Adriatic and fiume and thus make ene- 
ries. of the Jugo-Slavs, but rather to make 
triends of them, assist them, as a Dasis 
tor the future prosperity and development 
of both countries. But the Italians pre- 
ferred immediate gains, immediate safety, 


and were willing to risk the future. 


When this problem of control arose on 
January 12, the president had again to 
face the reality of the situation. It was 
to be an imposed peace—although the con. 
ferees dodged that term throughout the 
conterence—and the great powers, with 
their vast navies and armies still in the 
field, and the world still thinking war and 
feeiiug war, were in actual control, and 
must of necessity settle most of the prob- 
lems—which were at first fully as much 
war problems as peace problems—that 
would arise. But these men, and the na- 
tions they represented, had accepted the 
American basis of peace; they had prom. 
ised' They must be trusted and worked 
gvith. Moreover, the president had a pro- 
found sense of the rightness, the disinter- 
estedness, as well as the power, of Amer- 
ica; and a boundless determination, upeR 
his own part, no matter what the other 


delegates might do, to adhere to his prie-

was too contident of the sheer power of a 


ciples, to maintain the right attitude. 


correct position.. 


T ANY rate, after arguing as against 

Clemenceau and Lloyd George for a 
greater opportunity for the smaller na- 
tions, he finally set forth his view of pro- 
cedure as follows: 

The president was in favor of hold- 
ing intormal conversations among the 
great powers, but believed that they 
must have an organization of all the 
nations, otherwise they would run the 
risk of having a small number of na- 


tions regulate the aftairs of the world, 
and the other nations might not be 


satisfied. 
He was thinking not only of the imme- 
diate peace settlements, but of the future 


organization of the world, and this was 


practically the compromise adopted—a 


small conference of great powers with 


whom the final decisions rested (the toun- 
cil of ten, afterward the council of four), 
but an organization of all the powers, big 


and little, to meet in plenary sessions. The 
smaller powers were also admitted to 
many of the commissions, and they were 
heard freely where their interests were 
involved by the councils of the great pow. 
ers. It was a great advance over the 
method pursued at Vienna a hundred years 
before, for there the smaller powers did 
not even get a voice. How the plan work- 
ed in actual practice, for the smail powers 
were never satisfied, will be considered 
later. 


N ACCEPTING this method of control 

by the great powers during the turbulent 
transition period, until the league of na- 
tions, wherein all the nations, large and 
small, were to have representation, could 
be brought into being, the president felt 
himselt well tortified in maintaining his 
position—though he did not then realize 
the power of the tradition nor the vitality 
of thre interests of the old diplomacy. Con- 
sider what his warrants were. He had, 
first, as | have said, the solemn promise 
of the allies—-of these very leaders sitting 
at Paris—-to make a peace based upon the 
accepted American principles; and, sec- 
ond, he had a vital sense of the power and 
disinterestedness of America to support 
him in his own unfaltering determination, 

But besides these, there was another 
tremendous factor that he knew he could 
count upon. I have already referred to the 


_ preparatory development, at Paris, of the 


staff of experts and scientists which far 
exceeded that of-any former conference. 
The primary assumption of the new kind 
of peace which was to be based upon ac- 
cepted general principles of justice rather 
than upon old secret treaties and national- 
istic greed and fear was that the applica- 
tion of these principles should be made 
by dispassionate scholars and experts, 
seeking only facts, desiring only the truth. 
It was for this reason that the president 
at every turn in the discussion, often 
against the fierce opposition of the other 
conterees, endeavored to have the prob- 
lem# first studied by the expert commis 
sions. For he knew that the open, dis- 
passionate, scientific spirit of inquiry ap- 
plied to international problems was op- 
posed to everything that the old devious 
diplomacy and the old militarism stood 
for; it was light against darkness. 

This struggle, with the president trying 
to use the weapons of the new diplomacy 
against the old, marked every stage of 
the conterence. The old advanced its 
secret treaties, its strategic necessities, 
its nationalistic ambitions; and the new 
demanded always a study of the facts 
based upon the accepted principles. In 
this America led beeause America was 
practically without material interests to 
serve; Great Britain was next, because her 
interests were mostly satisfied before the 
peace conference began to sit, the Prench 
experts, though often of the highest learn- 
ing, were too often politicians as well, and 
the Italians generally were against in- 
quiry. ! 


O* FEBRUARY 1, for example, there 
arose a most significant and illumi- 
nating discussion of the two contrasting

and Secretary Lansing representing the 
United States. 


After hearing the statement of M. 


Bratiano, the Rumanian prime minister, 
Mr. Lloyd George, having consulted with 
President Wilson, said it was “extremely 
difficult to decide questions of boundaries 
on statements, however lucid, made in 
the course of a conversation, and he there- 
upon proposed a commission of two ex- 
perts trom each of the four great powers 
to study the problems invoived in the Ru- 
manian settlement” and 2ven suggested 
authorizing them “to consult the represen- 
tatives of the peoples concerned.” 

M. Orlando, the Italian premier, at once 
took alarm and fell back upon the secret 
treaty of the allies with Rumania. 

“He did not wish,” he said, “to defend 
secret treaties, which, indeed, were now 
out of fashion; but a treaty having been 
signed by Italy, France and Great Britain, 
he could make no distinction between a 
secret treaty and a public treaty.” 

He then attacked the whole idea of the 
use of specialists. + 

“Mr. Lloyd George’s~ resolutian,” he 
‘Said that specialists wold be 
appointed. What kind of specialists? If 
it was intended to appoint specialists on 
the Rumanian question, he himself had 
none; they would be difficult to find. But 
even then he would ask: What branch of 
the Rumanian question should these spe- 
cialists represent’ Should they be 
graphical, historical, strategical or ethno- 
graphical specialists? Further, the 
resolution says that the committee would 
consult the representatives of the people 
concerned. The experts would thus, in 
fact, become examining--magistrates. Mr. 
Lloyd George’s proposal thus became a 
very serious one, since the experts would 
constitute the court of first instance and 
the delegates of the great powers the final 
court of appeal. He failed to see how such 
a procedure would expedite matters. ‘In 
his opinion, it necessarily meant delay, es- 
pecially if the experts decided that the 
inquiry must take place in situ.” 

lt was very alarming to the Italians in 
this case, and to other nations in many 
later cases, where their interests: were 
involved, to-think of having investigations 
made by inrpartial scientific commissions. 
Baron Sonnino, the Italian foreign minis- 
ter, added his weight to that of his chief, 
expressing the view that “the experts 
might find themselves compelled to go 
to the spot to consult the representatives 
of the people concerned.’’ He did not want 
to have the people who were concerned 
consulted!

He also laid down at this time his gen- 
eral policy regarding the use of the 
scientists. He said: 

fver since the United States of 
America had entered the war he had 
had- ad body of scholars continuously 
studying such questions of fact as 
racial aspects, historical antecedents, 
and economic and commercial ele- 
ments; the two latter being of very 
great importance in many of the ques- 
tions under dispute, as had been real- 
ized in the case of the Banat. Fur- 
thermore, it must be remembered that 
however complete their confidence 
might be in the delegates of Rumania, 
Serbia and other countries, who should 
present claims, these delegates were 
merely advocates, and they made op- 
posite claims as to the right inferences 
to be drawn from facts. They did not 
represent their facts in the same way, 
and there would always be something 
that. was not quite clear. As _ the 

United States of America were not 

bound by any of the (secret) treaties 

in question, they were quite ready te 


-when first 


approve a settlement on the basis G y 
facts. But the claimants did not al- . 
Ways resirict themselves even to the 
limits set by treaties and their claims 
frequently exceeded what was justi- 
fied by the treaties. 


s iw resolutions adopted at this meet- 
ing of the conference regarding the 
use of experts are so important as a model 
for later resolutions of reference that they 
are here reproduced: 

lt was agreed that the questions 
raised in M. Bratiano’s statement on 
the Rumanian territorial interests ia 
the peace settlement should be refer- 
red for examination in the first in- 
stance by an expert committee, com- 
posed of two representatives each of 
the United States of America, the 
British empire, France and Italy. 

it shall be the duty of this commit- 
tee to reduce the questions for deci- 
sion within the narrowest possible 
limits, and to make recommendations 
for a just settlement. 

The committee is authorized to con- 
sult the representatives of the peoples 
concerned - 

More and more as the discussions ad- 
vanced, important problems were fssigned : 
to the experts for investigation and recom- 


mendation; and it soon became the prac- 


‘tice where the experts of all the nations 


were in agreement, for the four or the five 
to accept their findings without further 
comment. Probably three-quarters, perhaps 
a larger proportion, of the treaty provisions 
were settled in this way. So importan 
was the work of these experts that a 
thought of them sometimes as a kind of 
impromptu or informal parliament study- 
ing problems and working out solutions to 
submit to the heads of the states for their 
approval or veto. 

There were no fewer 
of these technical commissions, 
which sat the specialists of the four or 
five.great nations, to consider every kind 
of territorial, economic, ethnographic and 
strategic problem, and these hard-worked 
commissions held 1,646 meetings. Also, in 
spite of the objections to the proposals 
made, there were twenty-six 
investigations made by commissions on 
the spot, consulting the wishes of the peo- 
ple concerned. A number of commissions, 
like that on Syria, were sent out by the 
Americans alone, though vyigorously op- 
posed by the French, in order to fortify 
their ojvn knowledge of the situation ua- 
der discussion. 

The decisions of the experts were not 
always followed. The passions of the war 
were still too sharp, the political and miit- 
tary desires or necessities of the powers 
too insistent, to accept always a cooi 
scientific judgment. Sometimes the ex- 
perts disagreed sharply amongt hemselves 
and in some cases experts became as par- 
tisan and as politically-minded as any dip- 
lomat; and in some the experts assigned 
were not really experts at all, but political 
advocates of the interests of the nation 
concernéd. . 

But the conference got further a 
from mere dictatorial methods of control 
and nearer to the methods of scientific and 
dispassionate inquiry upon which the set- 
tlements of the future—if they are te be 
lasting—must rest, than any former con- 
ference. 

Thus while the control of thé peace cea- 
ference rested in the hands of the four or 
five great powers, yet the use of that cea- 
trol according to the needs and interests of 
the old diplomacy was profoundly changed 
and tempered from within by President 
Wilson, who fought stubborniy against 
heavy odds, throughout the conference, for 
his vision of a new use of national or 
world power. He believed as much in the 
reality of the power of great states as 
Clemenceau. “Where. the great force lies,” 
he said, “there must be the sanctions of 
peace,” but his great message to the world 
was that this power should be used for 
the service, not the oppression, of human- 
ity, for the benefit of the world, not the 
interests of particular states, in the per- 
formance of duties, not the assertion of 
rights. He thought it “excellent to have 
a giant’s strength but tyrannous to use it 
like a giant.”
